ARRIVAL OF UNITED STATES MINISTER 
PARKER AT SEOUL. 


_— 


A Ride Through Hot Rice Fields and in 
Chinese Chairs—The Walled Capital City 
of Corea—An Audience With the King— 
The Curiosity ef the Ceorean Ladies— 
Peeping Through Holes in Paper Walls.

NEW YORK, August 7.—The correspondent of 
& morning paper, under date of June 16, writes 
as follows from Seoul, the capital of Corea: 
On the 6thof March the United States steam- 
ship Palos, having the Minister on board, ar- 
rived in Ohemulpo, the seaport of Seoul, the 
capital of Corea. Onthe following day Minis- 
ter Parker and his secretary, Mr. Reverdy J. 
Travers of New York, left the ship to avail 
themselves of the proffered hospitality of the 
Japanese Consulate at Chemuipo. As he 
left a salute of fifteen guns was fired, 
and when we heard the loud 
boom of the Palos’ old smooth bores 
reverberating around the rocky hilis, the loud 
noise coming from a small ship, seemed a 
mockery of the din and tinsel we were about 
to see surrounding Corean royalty. On the 
morning of the 8th, a motley crowd assem- 
bledinthe yard of the Japanese Consulate; 
chair coolier with theirChinese chairs, men 
with saddle horses, men with pack horses, 
children of all ages and sizes in a state of 
uncleanliness; even one or two of the 
shy Corean women who have become 
hardened to the foreigner’s gaze, awaited 
the spectacie of the train accompanying 


the Minister of the great American nation. 
Five naval officers with their gold lace and 
swords, forming a phalanx more fitted to 
charm the female eye than awe the masculine 
heart, were 
MINISTER PARKER'S ONLY F8CORT, 

and as they rode through the hotrice fields 
these articles of uniform one by one disap- 
peared. One officer who had been ‘‘under 
fire,’’ alone showed his scorn ofthe ardours of 
a Corean gun, and with sword strapped about 
his waist and coat buttoned up to his chin, 
toiled up the hills with an endurance worthy 
of a better cause. After a hot ride 
of twenty-nine miles made in eight hours in 
Chinese chairs we entered the walied city of 
Seoul, the capital city of Corea, and a short 
trip through its narrow, filthy streets brought 
us} to the beautiful grounds of the American 
Legation. The King was immediately notified 
that the Minister desired to present his cre- 
dentiais whenever it suited the royal pleasure. 
As His Majesty wished the presentation to be 
made under the most favorable auspices, he 
appointed the tirst ‘‘lucky day’’ for the cere- 
mony. The day appointed was the i2th of June. 
On that day, jast before 2 p.m., we alighted 
from our chairs at the steps leading to the 
gates of the palace. Royal etiquette was 
plainly indicated here by a stone on which is 
carved in Chinese characters: ‘‘Getdown here, 
both great and small.’’ After a vexatious de- 
lay the heavy locks were turned with a clang, 
the iron bars withdrawn and the ponderous 
gates opened. Asa mart of favor the minister 


allowed usto pass under the large central 
arch, while the escort had to pass beneath 
the sinaller arches. Following the 


otticials through the palace grounds crowded 
with small houses (there are said to be 4,000 
people living within the palace walls) after a 
1alf mile walk, we were shown into a sinaill, 
poorly built room, where we were to await 
the pleasure of the hing. Here we were met 
by tne Presidentof the Foreign Office and 
other high officials, and after a short deten- 
tion we once wore resumed the line of march. 
A short distance brought us to asmall court 
and passing through a gate we found our- 
selves 
IN THE PRESENCE OF THE KING 
of Corea. He was standing on a small bal- 
cony between and behind two square tabies, 
over each of which a LBrussels rug ws#s 
thrown. The floor was partially covered by 
similar rug, and behind the King an embrold- 
éred screen formed the only handsome piece 
of furniture around him, At each table ua 
eunuch stood motionless and expressionless, 
and before each eunuch was a soldier with a 
long heavy sword. The King is a small man 
of .about five feet tive inches high 
and rather prepossessing in appear- 
ance. His features are somewhat 
of the Jewish custe, with sparse beard and 
mustache, and he hasthe brightest of twink- 
ling eyes. Altogether he has the appearance 
of being in astate of constant delight. He 
wore a | a robe of scariet silk, embroidered 
with goid, with long flowing sieeves com- 
pletely hiding his crossed hands. On his head 
was the Corean skull cap of splintered bam- 
boo, woven in with biluck silk. As the Corean 
officials came up the two stone steps leading 
to the balcony, they prostrated themselves ou 
the floor, touching it with their foreheads. 
Foreigners, however, are ouly expected 
to make three bows. In theinterview which 
followed the King showed great interest and 
friendliness to the United States, expressing 
his gratification that our great country bad 
once more concluded to send a minister to his 
little kingdom, and hoped that the two coun- 
tries might always remain on the best of 
terms. fie also referred to the first foreign 
treaty ever made by Corea, namely, the one 
with the United States, which opened ber 
gutes to foreign nations and prepared fie way 
tor other important ratifications. Finally, he 
SPOKE IN GLOWING TERMS 

of Ensign Foulk of the United States Navy, 
who has been acting as charge d’affaires since 
the sudden departure of Minister Foote, after 
the mussacre two years ago. Ensign Foulk 
has endeared himself to the King and people, 
and the King is very anxious for him to accept 
some hich office in the Oorean government, 
having forwarded a request to the President 
through the Minister that he be allowed to 
accept such a position. At the close of the 
audience the Minister presented his com- 
anions, Lieutenant-Commander Nason, Dr. 
Leach, and Paymaster Sullivan, United 
States Navy, and Mr. Reverdy J. Travers, 
Secretary of Legation. When the Minister 
asked permission to withdraw the King re- 
plied: ‘*You may now go and take a lunch. 
During the presentation the ladies of the pal- 
ace had gathered behind the paper walls sep- 
arating the balcony from the rest of the house. 
in this partition fair fingers had already 
punched a few holes and atevery hole an eye 
appeared, As these eyes were constantly 
changing we inferred that the impatient 
whispers behind the scenes meant ‘*next. 
Soon several who had evidently been crowded 
cut of the peep-show punched their 
fingers through, and at each new hole 
afresh eye appeared. Imagine the Queen of 
Corea peering through a hole in @ paper screen 
unched by the royal foreiinger. he epau- 
ettes and gold lace of the naval gioup seemed 
to be the cause of the unusual excitement for 
all eyes centered there and even the sing ap- 
peared more taken with their glitter 
than with the courtly manner and 
elegant utterances of our distinguished 
Minister who wore the simple 
costume with which our great Republic clothes 
her highest civil dignitaries. Amid the 
bright colors and ginger-bread work of the 
King’s surroundings there was an entire ab- 
sence of all real magnificence, and the smil- 
ing little man in his scarlet robes seemed more 
like the king of the carnival than the absolute 
ruler of 12,000,000 of people.

EMPTIED THE HOTEL, 


A Lively Scare at Narragansett Pier Over a 
Case of Scarlet Fever.

NARRAGANSETT PIER, R. I., August 7.—One 
would hardly think, looking upon the fifty or 
sixty couples at yesterday morning’s hop, 
dancing the german at the Casino, that among 
them are not a few who Thursday and Wednes- 
day were well nigh frightened out of their wits 
in the panic consequent on discovering there 
was scariet fever at the hotel. It appears that 


about noon on Wednesday a guest of the Con- 
tinental Hotel announced in loud tones that 
two children had scariet fever and she intended 
togoout. Lad she gono then no one would 
have been any the wiser. buat she 
did not, and, instead, went about 
scattering the news far and wide and with 
wondertul rapidity. While there has beena 
sort of panic, and no one Makes an aiteinpt to 
deny that, the scare has had a bad effect upon 
the Continental Hotel. Still, scariet fever is 
not raging, and there is no epidemic. Mr. 
Horace Fassett of Philadelphia and his young 
family have for some weeks been occupying 
one ofthe cottages belonging to the hotel.

The Chinese of New York Erecting a Grand 
Temple for Their Gods. 
By Telegraph fo the POST-DiISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, August 7.—A proclamation in 
flaming red hieroglyphics has been going the 
rounds of the Chinese colony itn Mott street, 
where it has created excitement. It emnanates 
from the new Chinese Consul and received the 
sanction of the Chinese Municipal Councils of 
this city. Thé proclamation calls on the Mon- 
golians to subscribe money for the erection 


in this city of a grand Chinese temple 
for the native gods, Josh and Buddha. It is 
also proposed to bulld, in connection with the 
temple, a bospital for the destitute sick of 
the Chinese nationality to be in charge of an 
eminent Chinese doctor, nowin Canton. Al- 
ready large subscriptions for the temple have 
been made by prominent Chinese merchants. 


The prociamation calls upon the 
laundrymen, of whom there are 
3, in the State, to subseribe $1 
each. The circular has also been sent to 


the Chinese inhabitants of allthe iarge cities 
East and West. Several years ago the OChi- 
nese brought here from their native land 
their god and lodged him in asanctuary at 
No. 16 Mott street. This temple, however, 
was soon found inadequate and anew sanc- 
tuary was opened at No. 202 Chatham Square 
for the worship of Josh. The number of 
worshipers is now so great thatanew temple 
is necessary and hence the proclamation.

~ BOUND AND ROBBED. 


DARING OUTRAGE ON A FARMER AT PITTS- 
BURG, ILL. 


Four Highwaymen Attack a Man Named 
Furber and Pinioning Himself and Wife 
Sack His House—Savings Amounting to 
#400 Stolen—An Arrest Made by the 
Police. 


One of the most daring and outrageous high- 
way robberies and burglaries ever committed 


in St, Clair County was perpetrated at an early 
bour this morning at a village on the Iili- 


nois & St. Louis railroad called Pitts- 
burg, ituated at the foot of . the 
Cahokia Bluffs, about nine miles from St. 
Louis. The victim was Lawrence Furber, ®& 
German farmer, aged 42 years, who 
owns one of the prettiest farms 
in the whole county. Furber 
lives in hishome with his wife and bas no 
children. We is an industrious and thrifty 
farmer and had managed to save consider- 
able money, & portion of which 
he kept in his house. This 
fact undoubtedly was known to the perpe- 
trators of iast night’s outrage, as the robbery 
was executed in a manner which showed that 
it had been well planned  before- 
hand. It was about 1 o’clock this morning 
that Furber arose forthe purpose of taking a 


load of cabbage to the Sst. Louis 
market. His wife had been apprised 


by him of his intention, and while he went to 
the stable to hitch up his team she lit a 


fire in the stove to prepare him a 
cup of coffee before his departure. 

FURBER HAVING HITCHED UP 
the team and partaken of the. beverage, 
started off for St. Louis. He had not 
proceeded more than three hundred 
yards when four men sprang out 


on the road from behind some shrubbery 


and two of them grabbed the horses’ 
heads, while the other two placed re- 
volvers at the frightened farmer’s tem- 


pies and counseled him to be _ quiet. 


Yesterday afternoon a silver watch was 
stolen from Joseph Levy of 1609 Olive street. 
Lizzie Baker, a little colored gu who had 
been employed at the house an left vester- 
day afternoon, was arrested for the theft and 
a warrant for petit larceny taken put against 
her.

TEYING FOR POSITION. 


Examinations To-Day of Applicants for the 
Civil Service. 
On the second floor of the old Post-office on 


Third and Olive streets a _ civil service 
examination ig proceeding to-day 
that has more than passing interest 


attaching to it. Only five young men are tak- 
ing it, but the importance of the occasion is 
not to be measured by the number participat- 


‘ing. ‘The vaiue of the Manual Training 
School’s education is going to 
be solved by at least four 


of these intelligent candidates. These four 
are candidates for the position of assistant 
examiners in the Patent Office at Washington. 
This position and work require a peculiar edu- 
cation, which has never been so thoroughly 
met aS by the instruction at the Manual Train- 
ing School. The assistant examiners have to 
deal with applications for patents and have lit- 
tle, if any, clerical work to do. This of 
course makes it necessary for them 
to have a good understanding of 
mechanics,theoretical and applied, and in this 
purlicular the four graduates arc especially 
equipped. In the questions given them to-day 
there are drawings of machinery just as they 
come into the Patent-oitice, and these the can- 
didates must explain, giving the functions of 
the different parts and the use of the machine. 

The examinations include the following 
branches: Mathematics—Aritumetic, elemen- 
tary alyebra, the elements of plane and 
volume tric geometry, and mensuration of 
surfaces and solids. Physics.—Natural 
philosophy and its problems and elementary 
chemistry. Technics—Mechanics, theoretical 
and applied; the usefu! arts, industries and 
manufactures; the elements of machinery; the 
rudiments of engineering and architectural 
construction, Mechanical Drawings—Tests of 
the ability of the candidate readily to read a 
mechanical drawing and to give an appropriate 
description of the machine illust) ated. 

Jol. F. A. Seely, one of the principal exam- 
inersin Washington, who is conducting the 
examination, was not pleased with the small 
attendance. To a PosT- DISPATCH reporter he 
said: ‘‘lregret thatthe notice of this exami- 
nation was so short. I am _ convinced 
that if it had been more 
generally known the numberof candidates 
would have been very much larger. This is 
the first timethat the Patent Office has hada 
civil-service examination in S8t.- Louis, 
and I think that Prof. Woodward 
is to be thanked for the showing we have here 
to-day. It seems to me that Manual Trainin 
School graduates would find this a good field 
to essay, their course having fitted 
them 80 fully for the examinations. 
There arefour grades of assistant examiners 
in the Patent-oflice, the lowest of which gets 
$1,200 a year; So you see,’’ said Mr. Seely, ‘‘the 
position is not an uninviting one.’’ 

The other applicant is for the position of 
medical reviewer. The questions include the 
ordinary topics on which the pension exam- 
iners have to pass.

LONDON, August 7.—East Birmingham has 
suddenly become the center of national in- 
terest, because it is there that the problem of 
the relations between the Radicals and Union- 
ists is going to be solved. Tobe in the least 
degree consistent the new Radical union 
should support Matthews in applying for re- 
election. It had,indeed,after an interview with 
Alderman Cook,the Liberal candidate,issued a 
public declaration that his answers were un- 
satisfactory, with the hope of causing a split 
atthe meeting to be held last evening.

In the face of Hartington’s 
declaration that the Unionists will sup- 
port the Government in resisting a de- 
mand of premature expression on the 
Irish __ policy, it is unlikely that 
Gladstone will make such a demand.

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THE BOULANGER-LAREINTY DUE Le 


An Official Account of That Interesting and 
Innocuous Affair. 


The Paris Gaulois publishes a detailed 
account of the duel between Gen. Bou- 
langer and the Baron de Lareinty. sev- 
eral contradictory stories of this due! 
were cabled and printed, but this ono 
from the Gaulois, which tallies with the 
proces verbal, is b lieved to have been re- 
vised, if not written, by Baron de Larecinty 
himself. 

‘*When the principals arrived upon the 
ground they saluted each other. The 
seconds, at some little distance from 
them, began to make the final prepura- 
tions forthe combat. During this timo 
the Baron de Lareinty and Gen. Boulan- 
ger, left facing each other at about thirty 
eres ee walked up and down. 

uddenly oulanger, finding  him- 
self 4 this movement in front 
of the Baron, saluted him, and at 
once they entered into conversation which 
lasted about a quarter of an hour. When 
the seconds returned to the fighting 

round they were astonished to find the 
wo adversaries engaged in a quiet tete-a- 
tete. Gen. Frehault tried the pistols, 
which were brought by the seconds of 
Baron de Lareinty. Gen. Lecointe loaded 
them. The principals were placed in posi- 
tion at twenty-five paces apart. ‘The fir- 
ing was at the word—that is to say, at 
the word ‘one’ they were to raise their 
pistols, aim and fire before the word 
three.’ 

**Gen. Lecointe in a loud voice cried 
out ‘One!’ Gen. Boulanger aimed et 
Lareinty, and at the word ‘Two’ he low- 
ered his pistol plainly, and a dul! snap 
was beard. Seeing this movement, end, 
as the word ‘Three’ was given, Baron de 
Lareinty fired obliquely, and then, a4- 
vaucing toward Boulanger, he said in an 
angry tone: ‘General, why didn’t you 
fire at me?’ 

** *Mons. le Baron,’ replied the Gener- 
al, I did not mean to offend you by onit- 
ting to fire at you. You see my pistol has 
missed fire’ (rate). Then Gen. Lecointe 
took the pistol from Gen. Boulanger’s 
hand and, holding it up, pulled the trig- 
ger. It missed the second time, but o2 
the third trial it went off. 

‘“‘The seconds then declared that the 
conditions of the duel were fulfilled and 
honor satistied. 

‘‘Gen. Boulanger then offered «his hand 
to Baron de Lareinty and remarked to 
him: ‘I would have been much grieved to 
have deprived Frrnce of one of her. most 
precious defenders.’

OUR TROUBLESOME NEIGHBOR, 

In the budget of news from Mexico in 
the morning papers is given the opinion of 
‘‘a well-informed gentleman,” who says 
‘‘no prejudice exists here against the peo- 
‘‘ple of the United States which has not 
‘‘been caused by the indiscreet action of 
‘¢americans while here or by superficial 
‘¢American criticism of Mexican customs 
‘sand institutions.’? This is the true Mex- 
ican sentiment, and it means that Ameri- 


cans in Mexico are not free to express 
their opinions. This is the plain 
and unpleasant truth. The Mexi- 


cans do not understand what freedom 
of opinion means. They tolerate 
neither freedom of thought, nor freedom 
of speech, nor freedom of religion, nor 
freedom of the press. They are conscious 
that their ‘‘customs and institutions” will 
not bear criticism, and they resent any 
criticism, even that which is prompted by 
the most friendly spirit. They are con- 
scious that they have failed in nearly 
everything in which real nations have 
succeeded, and this consciousness makes 
them all the more sensitive. 

What are we going to do with such 
neighbors? Wedo not want any Mexican 
territory, and above all, we do not want 
any new citizens of Mexican birth. Any 
American who will stgp to think of it 
will admit that the more Mexican territory 
we annex the poorer we should be; but 
what are wetodo? Therightof American 
citizens to trayelin Mexico must be re- 
spected as thoroughly as the right of 
Mexicans to travel in this country. Our 
right to criticise their customs and insti- 
tutious, even when we do it superficially, 


is a part of that natural liberty 
which must be respected. They may 
feel prejudices as deeply as_ they 


wish, but when that prejudice takes the 
shape of giving American citizens the 
‘‘buit end of the law,” as interpreted by 
their courts, we cannot stand it. The 
natural and rapidly increasing intercourse 
between the two countries will go on. The 
Cutting affair is only a single incident, but 
the situation is certain to produce numer- 
ous similar incidents and the consequences 
are inevitable. Weshould be very sorry 
to have the Mexicans compelled to “take 
the consequences,” but that they will be 
compelled to do unless they consent to 
learn a great many unpleasant truths of 
which they are now painfully ignorant.

RATLROAD REFORM. 

There are visible here and there a few 
signs of an impending revolution in the 
principles and methods of railway man- 
agement. Railway stockholders and 
holders of railway securities as well as the 
general public are demanding a change 
protecting all concerned from the vices of 


the old system under which man- 
aging and wrecking rings have 
made such immense fortunes — for 


themselves by robbing stockholders, in- 
vestors and the commerce of the country. 
One of the changes now under considera- 
tion in railroad circles proposes a return 
to ideas that prevailed, but were not fairly 
tested perhaps, at the beginning of rail- 
road development. The early railroad 
legislation of Pennsylvania aimed to 
muke the roads toll roads, operated as the 
canals were, as highways open toany com- 
mon carrier or his conveyance under proper 
regulations. This is the policy proposed 
by Mr. JaAMes [. Hupson in his book on 
‘‘The Railways and the Republic,” and 
President LirrLie of the Jersey Central 
says his company proposes to throw open 
its road toany one who desires to use it, 
upon the payment ofa fair toll fixed for 
the benetit of all without discrimination 
for or against any. Inareportto the stock- 
holders of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company in 1882, President RoBERTs sug- 
gested the adoption of the same policy as 
to other railroads, and said: 


It is believed that the advantages to be ob- 
tained by the commercial interests of the 
country and by your company from the adop- 
tion of this broad principle in the management 
oft your railways will more than compensate 
for any loss that may occur through the diver- 
sion of traffic that might be controlled bya 
more exciusive policy.

Duringthe war when such 
goods commanded much higher prices in 
greenbacks, the rates were fixed at very 
high figures on the principle of ex- 
torting ‘‘all the traffic would bear,”’ 
and on the same principle the discrimina- 
tion has been maintained both by classifi- 
cation and rates, when there is no justice 
in itand when it amounts to an excessive 
and arbitrary tax on Western con- 
sumers of the goods discriminated 
heainst. If the Eastern manufacturers 
and importers really desire to protect 
their customers, why do they not seek 
from the United States Courts some such 
decisions as they hawe rendered in nu- 
merous other cases of unfair discrimina- 
tions? The common law principles apply 
as well to unreasonable discriminations 
between articles or kinds of goods as to 
unreasonable discriminations between in- 
dividual shippers. 
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Tue delegates from the British colonies 
have been formally received at the Co- 
lonial Office in London. The sending of 
these delegates is a movement in behalf 
of the nascent scheme of imperial feder- 
ation. It is almost universally recog- 
nized throughout the British dominions 
that the time is approaching when a 
change must be made in the relations 
subsisting between England and her Cau- 
casian colonies, especially Canada and 
Australia. The growth of the colonies 
calls for material readjustment in order 
to perpetuate the connection. There 
is a large and growing element in 
the colonies that is content with the 
present tendency towards separation and 
independence, while the home Govern- 
ment, backed by astrong colonial senti- 
ment, hopes to forma closer union be- 
tween the colonies and the mother coun- 
try. The most popular plan is to reor- 
ganize the empire on a basis of imperial 
federation that will give the outlying de- 
pendencies a voice in the general Govern- 
ment. 


Ir cannot be successfully contended 
that the President assumes the legislative 
function when he vetoes a bill and gives 
his reasons.

Judge Thurman in an Interview, 

Do you remember the story told of an jl- 
literate member of Congress who once cor- 
rected the graiamar of John Quincy Adams? 
And yet Mr. Adams was aprofessor of rhetoric 
at Harvard College. The incident pleased Mr. 
Adams very much, but it only goes to show 
that the best of us are sometimes liable 
to slip in our grammar. Indeed, gramma- 
rians themselves often dispute as to what 
is proper grammar. Napoleon Bonaparte 
knew nothing of grammar, and his orthog- 
raphy was wretched. Gen. Washington, 
although he usually made very good English, 
occasionally made a mistake, and he was not 
always sure of his spelling. To be ableto 
write grammatically is not the only sign of 
greatness, and Gen. Logan’s opponents should 
bring some more serious charge against him 
if they wish to weaken his Presidential 
chances. The vast majority of the human 
family neither write nor speak according to 
the rules of Lindley Murray. A public speaker 
often makcs slips in grammar that he would 
not makeifengaged in ordinary conversa- 
tion.

An Original Painting by Rubens Found at 
Concord, N. H. 


CONCORD, N. H., August 7.—A gentleman of 
this city isthe discoverer of & painting, the 
original by Rubens.

OBITUARY. 


Death of Philo Carpenter, an Old and 
Wealthy Citizen of Chicago. 


CHICAGO, August 7.—Philo Carpenter died 
early this morning at the residence of his 
daughter, 432 Washington boulevard. He con- 
tracted a cold some time ago, which resulted 
in congestion of the lungs. Mr. Carpenter 
was one of the oldest citizens of Chicago. He 
was born in Savoy, Mass., in 1805. In 1828, he 
removed to Troy, N. ¥., where he was a clerk 


in a dry goods store. Later he emigrated to 
the West and finally come to Chicago by the 
way of Niles, Mieh., reaching here in a 
canoe towed around the head of the lake by 
two Indians. They landed near where the 
Douglass monument now stands. Mr. Car- 
sae was taken to Fort Dearborn, where he 
ound Joel Ellis living in a log eabin, near his 
pease of landing. Young Carpenter secured a 
og cabin on Lake street, near the river, and 
opened the first drug store in Chicago. To his 
stock of drugs he added general merchandise, 
and continued in business until 1842. By judi- 
cious investments in real estate in Chicago’s 
infancy Myr. Carpenter soon amassed a 
fortune. He was a@ member of the 
Board of Education, from which he 
retired in 1855, and as a recognition of bis ser- 
vices one of the city’s school-houses was 
named atter him. He was always an earnest 
advocate of education, temperance, religion 


rand universal liberty. He wrote and circu- 


lated in 1832 the first total abstinence pledge 
in Chicago, and so fur as is known delivered in 
the Rev. Jesse Mattson’s log-house in the 
same year the first temperance address in the’ 
city.

THE SAGE AT REST. 


OBSEQUIES OF SAMUEL J. TILDEN AT GRAY- 
STONE THIS MORNING. 


A Rainy and Drizzly Day—Large Attendance 
of Distinguished Statesmen — President 
Cleveland and Secretary Endicott Present 
~The sServices—The Remains Taken to 
Lebanon. 


Yonkers, N. Y., August 7.—The sorrow that 
has shrouded this city for three days reached 
its climax to-day. The grief of great respect 
was marked on every hand. The public build- 
ings were closed and badges of mourning were 
displayed on house fronts. Veneration forthe 
dead was visible on the faces of citizens and 
the very alr seemed laden with sadness that 
imbued all. The elements contributed to the 
general gloom. Damp and heavy clouds hung 
low and obsqured the sun, and a cheeriless 
easterly wind blew over the magnificent 
grounds of Graystone. The early trains 
poured hundreds of notable citizens into the 
town, and all bent their way in one direction 
to pay the last honors to one who had been 
high among them. Residents joined in the 
pilgrimage, and the host of mourners that 
found its way to Graystone filled to overfiow- 
ing the ample mansion of the late statesman. 
Long before the funeral services began, the 
casket that was tocontain Mr. Tilden’s body 
reached the house this morning. It came 
from Oneida, N. Y., where it was made by the 
firm of Chappell,, Chase & Maxwell. The 
casket is made in two parts; the interior is of 
copper with a glass door ofits entire length. 


The interior is decorated with white 
tufted satin. The outer part is of 
red Spanish cedar and is plainly 
ornamented with oxydized silver. The plate 


is of that material and bears simply the name 
‘‘Samuel J. Tilden’’ in script. Undertaker 
Rigby had it carried into the house about 
8 o’clock and taken tothe room onthe south 
side of the second floor, where the body was 
lving., There the reinains were placed in the 
casket and brought down to the biue room on 
the first floor. This was not’ accomplished 
until 8:30 o’clock, and it was not until this 
hour that

were first admitted to the mansion. The re- 
mains were placed on a catafalque placed in 
the center of the blue room. The drapery on 
the catafalque was black crepe and cashmere. 
In reality it was a blue room no longer. Even 
to the curtains on the doors and windows the 
coloring was black. Meantime, the friends of 
he family began to arrive. The first train

The body was seen to be dressed in 
full dres suits, with a white pink in

The right hand 
was crossed over the breast andthe head lay 
partly on the rightside. The features, whiie 
showing some emaciation, did not suggest 
that the dead had undergone any extended or 
considerable physical suffering. Some of 
those who passed on the long line to takea 
last look at the remains were Surveyor Beattie, 
Algernon 8. Sullivan, Gen. Lefevre of Ohio; 
Congressman Stahinecker, Congressman of 
this district; E. O. Perrin, Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals: Park Commissioner John D. Crim- 
mons, John D. Traphagen, John Bigelow, 
Smith M. Weed, Dr. Geo. L. Miller of the 
Omaha Herald; William Allen Butler, Dr.

THE FLOWERS ON THE COFFIN 
were composed of but live collections. A 
bouquet of calla lilies and white roses lay 
near the head of the casket, and at the foot 
was placed asheaf of palm under smilax and 
victoria regina. All the flowers came from 
Mr. Tilden’s hot-houses. The last named was 
from aplant of which there are but three in 
America.

Secretary Manning, 
leaning upon the arm of Mr. Jobn Bigelow, 
led the bearers. Mr. Manning seemed rather 
feeble, his steps being by no means sure. As he 
came down the stairs, Mr. Bigelow’s assist- 
ance was not pe mre!

tions from the various es followed 
the pali-bearers and took seats in the 
biue room and adjoining parlors. The Bar 


Association, headed by Hon. Wm. M. Evarts, 
the New York Board of Aldermen, Tammany 
Hall, Irving Hall, the County Democracy and 
others. President Cleveland entered the room 
with Secretary Endicott, Secretary Whitney 
and Mr. Lamont. Following next came tne 
members of the family, Mr. Tilden’s nephews 
and nieces, Gov. Hill arrived just as the 


ceremonies were beginning. He was 
sented next to Mayor Grace. The hun- 
dreds of people collected in the hall 


in either side of the black drapery that hung 
in front of the blue room, blocking up the en- 
tire passage and extending out on to the 
porches and grounds in front and to the rear 
of the house. Then the Rey. Dr. William J. 
Tucker, who had come on from Andover, 
Mass., to perform the ceremonies, read the 
funeral prayer of the Presbyterian Church. 
The choir of the Madison Avenue 
lata peo Church, which had taken 
up position at the foot of the 
main staircase, sang ‘‘Abide with Me.’’ 
Rev. Dr. Tucker next delivered a short ad- 
dress on the personal qualities of the de- 
ceased. Thereverend gentleman spoke with 
great feeling that several times evinced itself 
in choking utterances. He said he would not 
undertake to speak of Mr. Tilden’s public life 
and great public qualities. The press had 
done that with judgment and amplitude; but 
he could not help thinking of and referring to 
Mr. Tilden’s generous hospitality; none who 
had ever partaken of it would fail to appre- 
ciate it. 

Dr. Tucker continued: ‘‘A friend wrote to 
me not long ago, referring to the death of an 
eminent physician, that nothing was so plain 
in an attempt to give the meaning of death as 
that we suddenly fall to communicate with 
those who have been allinallto us. Death is 
the withdrawal ot affection and love inthe 
time that we need it, and is an irreparable 
waste. A great mind cannot be replaced; 
what the mind grasped, the books from which 
itlearned, and the facts embraced will re- 
main, but the process of reasoning, the power 
to foresee and a eee is gone. It is like 
the destruction of a fine library or the loss of 
a precious jewel. Fewmen have been of such 

reatness of mind in this generation as our 

eceased brother. Whether he considered 
men or plans, he was always wise, savacious

Along the 
three-mile route to Yonkers the sides of the 
road were alive with people. Just as the cor- 
tege start*d trom the house a brisk rain set in, 
but this did not drive the spectators from the 
paths; many sought shelter under 
the trees and awnings, some raised 
umbrellas and some remained uncovered. 
When the hearse passed between the crowd 
hats were raised, and other signs of respect 
were continuously shown When the depot was 
reuched the members of the tamily, the Misses 
Tilden, Miss Gould, the Messrs.

A LABOR WAR. 


EXCITEMENT AT CUMMINGS, ILL., OVER THE 
NAILERS’ STRIKE AT FEVER HEAT. 


The Calumet Decides Not to Temporize With 
the Strikers Any Longer—New Employes 
Tired of Being Terrorized—New York 
Cigar Manufacturers in a Serious Pre- 
dicament—The McCormick Trouble to Be 
Settled. 


CHICAGO, August 7.—The excitement at 
Cummings over the labor troubles is again at 
fever-heat, and trouble is feared. Recently 
the assaults on non-union nailers have been 
renewed and some arrests have been made. 
Wednesday, Thomas O’Keefe was arrested 
onacharge of having committed an assault 
on an old man named Thompson. The South 
Chicago police took himto the Hyde Park 
Statfon where he was held until the next day, 
when aconstable served a State warrant on 
Capt. Hunt for the possession of the 
prisoner. This warrant was sworn out 
by the Calumet Iron and Steel 


Company. The, man was thereupon com- 
mitted to the county jail under 
bonds of $2,700. Meanwhiie the prisoner's 
uncle, Dan O’ Keefe, a saloon-keeper, at Cum- 
mings, went to Hyde Park to see his nephew. 
Not finding him, he returned to South Chi- 
cagoand caused the issuing of warrants for 
the arrest of Capt. Hunt, Sergt. Jenkins and a 
yatrolman, on the novel charge of kidnap- 
ng. They were arrested, but soon released 
on bail. 

The attorney for the Calumet Company ex- 
plains the issuing of the State warrant by say- 
ing that the company bas concluded not to 
temporize with the strikers any longer. 
They intend to vigorously prosecute every 
ease of this kind which comes up, 
and will push the matter as far as possible in 
order to bring about asettlement of the diffi- 
cuities. One-half of the inhabitants of OCum- 
mings are said to live in mortal fear while the 
other balf live in rage. 

‘‘Itisnow fourteen months,’’ saida Hyde 
Park man, ‘‘since the Cummings labor 
troubles began. For the first eight months 
the steel company wastrying to induce the 
men to go back to work, offering 
all of them their old jobs at 
satisfactory prices. On two or three oc- 
casions the mill ran a few days and then shut 
down again. Inthe spring, losing all hope of 
bringing about a settlement, the company be- 
gan to dll the places of the union nailers with 
non-union men. Ever since there has been 
war. The aggressors were the striking nailers 
and their sympathizers. The new men have 
been waylaid one by one in solitary places 
und Deaten, some otthem very seriously and 
with the evident intent of murder. Every lit- 
tie urchin in the town has jeered at the new- 
comers, with many insulting epithets. Early in 
the spring the men who were known to have in- 
terfered with the workmen and caused 
trouble, were enjoined by Judge Shepard to 
keep the peace. That action seems to have ac- 
complished but little good. The wives and 
children of the men then took up the war, and 
confederates of the strikers have laid in wait 
for victims: Foralong time the strikers had 
the sympathy of merchants, business men 
and public and the police were very lenient 
with them, but the sentiment has been turned 
againstthem py their violations of the law 
and unreasonable demands. The company 
offered these idle men their posi- 
tions repeatedly, but they would not accept 
unless the superintendent was discharged 
because he was a non-Union man. Until 
within ashort time matters have been compar- 
atively quiet, but the resumption of the at- 
tacks has aroused the new men in the mill to 
a pitch of desperation. They have announced 
thut they will put an end to such actions. One 
of the new workmen said that they could not 
stand the treatment they had been receivin 
much longer and had only been prevente 
from resenting it before by the advice of the 
manager. They propose now to walk the 
streets of the town in freedoin, if they have to 
fightforit. Hesaidthe majority of the men 
had armed themselves and would resist further 
attacks with coid lead. 


Cigar-Makers’ Troubles. 


New YoOr«K, August 7.—The cigar manufac- 
turers are growing restless. Many of them 
have large orders to fill, and are in a quandery 
as to how tofillthem. Mr. Oppenheim of the 
firm of Levy Bros. says that his firm has or- 
ders for 3,000,000 cigars, and on three-foprths 
of these orders he must have the Knights of 
Labor label. With his present force it would 
take several years to fill the orders, and there 
is such a scarcity of Knights of Labor cigar- 


makers that the force does not grow. 
If they take back the Progressives, 
who are on a_ strike, they will be in 


as bad a fix as they can’t then get the Knights 
of Labor label. The situation is the same with 
the other manufacturers, and it was summa- 
rized by Mr. Oppenheim as follows: 

‘‘If we have our cigars manufactured by the 
Progressive Union we can’t get the Knights of 
Labor label and can’t sellthem. If wedon’t 
bave them made by the Progressive we can't 
bave them made at ail for the present. I don’t 
knowwhat we shalldo.’’ The manufacturers 
will have another conference with the 
Knights of Labor and will then decide how 
much more time will be given to the Knights 
in which to fill the shops. The genera! incli- 
nation isto allow them two weeks’ more. It 
is hoped that by that time the strikers will 
bave been starved into submission and will go 
back to work. It will require about $30,0Wa 
week to keepthem out. The strikers are de- 
termined to hold out. The pickets report 
that in allthe fourteen shops of the associa- 
tion only 131 men are now at work and there 
seems to be no immediate prospects of getting 
any work. 


The McCormick Trouble. 


CurcaGco, August 7.—A morning paper says 
that the report of Mr. A. A. Carleton to the 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor, in 
regard to the McCormick troubles, will be 


favorable to the harvester company. It is 
said that the principal point developed by the 
examination isthata great majority of those 


who struck at McOormick’s factory are not 
now and never have been Knights, and that 
matters have hitherto, in many ways, been 
misrepresented to the Executive Board. Gen- 
eral Foreman Richard Griffiths of she Knights 
said that he had had several conferences with 
Mr. Carleton since his arrival here, and was 
cognizant of all that had been done. The in- 
vestigation showed a different state of affairs 
than that which has been generally supposed. 
The report would be sent to headquarters 
carly next week, and the Executive Board will 
at once take action thereon. He was satisfied, 
however, that no boycott would be ordered, 
as there was nothing in the circumstances 4o 
warrent it. Mr. Carleton would have an in- 
terview, probably on Monday, with Mr. Mo- 
Cormick, when the few remaining difficulties 
would, no doubt, be amicably settied. It was 
plain that influence outside the Knights had 
ae in bringing about much of the 
rouble.

The Base Ball Situation at Present 
and Its Probable Outcome. 


Correct and Incorrect Methods of Catch- 
ing the High Fly. 


Break Down of a Once Great Pitcher— 
Another Essay on the Deceptive Curve 
—A History and Sketch of Beach, the 
Australian—Diamond Field Records— 
Sporting News and Base Ball Gossip. 


‘HERE probably never was 4% 
\ period in the history of the 
national game when the situ- 
ation was so very shaky as it 
is atthe present time. This, 
of course, must be considered 
,as said with a reservation. 
Either such is the case or the 
S press and the public are hug- 
ging one of the largest de- 
lusions on record. The specu- 
lations as to just at which 
point the break will occur and when, are alittle 
vacue to say the least, but a big smashis im- 
minent can be taken asa foregone conclu- 
sion. In looking over the _ financial 
records ofthe present season the weakness 
seems to lean toward afew clubs in the League 
and toward one ortwo inthe American Asso- 
ciation. The poor financial showing of two 
clubs in National body—Washington and Kan- 
sas City—is directly attributable to their re- 
markably. bad tecord as ball players. 
When the Western Committee of League 
Managers decided to take in these 
cities last spring, it will be remem- 
pered that the PosT-DISPATCH indicated 
then thatthe gentlemen composing the com- 
mittee allowed them into the League to fill up 
forone season with no intention of keeping 
them and with the understanding they were 
to vacate when requested. The two cities in 
question have practically no voice at all in the 
jeague’s action, and can therefore be dropped 
at pleasure. New York, Chicago, Detroit and 
Philadelphia have done well, while Boston has 
not done badly. The Association clubs have 
not suffered to an alarming extent; that is to 
say, they have not altogether been depleted or 
have not lost sufficiently heavy sums of money 
to force them to quit business. With them it 
is more a matter of increasing their incomes 
rather than of retrieving that which they have 
lost. 
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The third city in the League upon which 
much speculation has been wasted in St. Louis. 
The Mound City holds without a doubt the 
first place among all the base ball cities in the 
United States and couid easily support two 
clubs royally. St. Louis. people are peculiar, 
however, inthe respect that they are slow to 
encourage poor players or poor clubs, and can 
only be conquered by first-class work. Ifthe 
struggle for superiority can be prolonged until 
perfection and success are reached a hearty 
support is sure, butsuch a struggie is a des- 
perate one, and cannot be made uniess big 
money or big luck is at the back ofit. A first- 
class League club would pay as wellin St. 
Louis as in Chicago or AMetroit or New York, 
but it must be a first-class club 
in order to do so. But with neither 


money nor Inuck it is a matter of impossibility 
for a fifth-class club to thrive in this city. 
This would leave the League a basis of five 
clubs on the supposition that the law of 
natural selection will bein force at the begin- 
ning of next season, and itisa safe ag ate, 
tion to say that it will. With these facts in 
view Indianapolis has already made an appli- 
cation for admission into the League, but the 
changes which will probably take place mean- 
while will be apt to throw both Indianapolis 
and its application into the shade. 
* = a 
The League and the Association who pass 
through the city with their clubs are a queer 
lot of fellows. On the one hand the Leaguers 
select out a certain number of clubs in their 
own association and with a knowing smile say 
they will die, and thatthe Association is bound 
togoup. Onthe other hand the Association 
managers are as sure that the League, as it 
stands to-day, is doomed; that the majority of 
its clubs have been losing hand over fist, and 
that the Association will absorb the cream of 
the League. This sort of talk is only an index 
to the side in which the speaker is interested, 
but the one fact that is unanimously agreed 
upon is that something is going to burst. The 
confidences that are being exchanged day 
after day all pointtothe same direction and 
while the managers lie with the greatest of 
imperturbability the public is anxiously 
awaiting the outcome of it all.

The Once Great Pitcher Will be Seen no 
More on the Diamond This Season. 


Another great pitcher has broken down in 
the person of Bobby Matthews of the Athletic 
Base Ball Club. For years past Matthews has 
been one of the best known figures on the 
diamond, and public audiences have every- 
where greeted him with popular favor. Asa 
pitcher he has occupied the foremost rank for 
more than ten years, and although slight in 
figure, and seemingly devoid of brawn and 


muscle, his puzzling curves and tricky deliv- 
ery have made him one of the most phenom- 
ns anh twirlers that ever opposed a formidable 
in Tuesday's contest with the Louisvilles 
Matthews perched “% plucky game for four 
innings. He used all his curves, employed all 
the tactics known to pitchers, but his speed 
Was gone, and the heavy Kentucky batters 
posnnes his delivery without mercy. In the 
fth inning a wus rete to look at him. His 
arm gave out completely, and 
“*: — co gd aggro ike a child. ee 
atthews is one of the olde 
baseball profession, being 37 poreus buen 
Everywhere he is populariy known as 
‘‘Bobby.’’ He is the trickiest pitcher ever 
known, and nota little of his success is due 
to this fact. Asarnie pitchers wear them- 
selves out and last but two or three seasons 
but Matthews has been awinuing base bali 
tosser for fourteen years. 

In 1872 Matthews pitched his first game at 
Fort Wayne, Ind.. The game lasted fourteen 
innings and he won ra most sanguinary 
contest. Afterward he pared with the old 
Mutuals of New York, and also with the Bos. 
tons, where he was a member of the team in 
which Spaulding, White, George and Harry 
Wright, Leonard, Barnes, O'Rourke and 
others played. In 1882 Matthews joined the 
Athletic Club, and ever since has been the 
backbone of the team. In 1883 it was mainly 
by Matthews’ fine work inthe pitcher’s box 
that the Athletics won the championship. 

Matthews was one of the very first men to 
curve the ball. Foralong time no one knew 
the secret of his success as a pitcher. Batters 
could not hit his delivery toany effect, and he

He never lost his head 
in a game, but, on the contrary, was pe cal- 
culating, and ready to take advantage of any 
opportunity.

Matthews was 
never much of a batter, but this season he has 
been hitting the ball very successfuily, and 
his batting average is very high. 

Matthews has pitched only twenty-one 
games this season.

rest himself a game, and his collapse 
was the result. Several times since he has 
tried to pitch, but has each time been com- 
pelled to abandon the game. His break- 
down may not be permanent, but the chances 
are largely against him. Manager Simmons 
bas sent him back to Philadelphia, and will 
not pitch him again this year unless he nakes 
a remarkable recovery. The Athietic players 
all say that Matthews’ ball days are over.

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DECEPTIVE CURVES. 


Henry Chadwick Discusses the Philosophy of 
Shoets and Headwork. 


Unfortunately for the statement made by 
the writer, viz., that ‘‘scientifically the 
theory is absurd,’’ the theory in question is as 
simple in its rules as itis easy of demonstra- 
tion practically.

HIGH FLYERS. 


The Correct and Incorrect Way of Taking 
in Sky-Scrapers. 


To the average spectator the duties of a 
fielder in the matter of catching high fly balls 
seem very simple, and seldom a thought is 
given to the training the hands receive before 
they catch the correct position. The judging 
of the ball’s flight and the rapidity of running 
to reach it are no more  valu- 
able than tke ability to place the 


hands right to receiveit. It was this plain 
and indisputable fact that oppressed a rustic 
candidate for metropolitan base-ball honors 
who showed his hands to the city captain and 
said he guessed ‘‘they’d hold anything that 
came along his way,’’ and aftera few minutes’ 
practice found that the very size of his hands 
worked against their usefulness. 

That the position of the handsis an essen- 
tial to the proper catching of flies has not yet 
become an axiom on the ball field, and ex- 
hibitions of awkward catches that would dis- 
grace the above-mentioned rustic are seen too 
often. These exhibitions are not con- 
demned by the audiences because they haven’t 
mastered the points of the game. hey will 
pardon a muffed fiy, not because the player 
aid his best but because they thought he did, 
althoughatthe same time the clumsy way he 
went at his tusk should have condemned him 
even if he had been successful. There is form 
in foot-racing, in waltzing, in jumping, and 
in fact wherever the hands and feet work to- 
gether. Nobody can explain why there should 
not be in catching fly balis, the lovely sky- 
rocket pyrotechnics of base ball that delight 
every spectator.

This modification is much used in 
making the running-with-the- _, 
ball-catch, a feat thatis frequent- \ 
ly observed when Little Nick in‘ 
right field has to turn and run to 
the seats before the ball drops 
low enough for him to reach it. 
The principle of least resistance 
reventing a rebound is beauti- 
ully shown in this overshouider 
catch, the body having the same 
motion asthe ball going with itand 
the sphere’s flight being slowly 
not suddenly,checked. In another 
respect is the pulms-upward catch 
the most valuabie. Itis death to 
short-high flies on the run-in, 
as the flelder with his hands in 
the scoop position can get fur- 
ther under it than by any other 
means. Welch,the faultiess flejder 
of the Browns, by using this 
method almost exclusively cune 
cover two fields at once, — 
and can capture a fiy almost as far in as 
second base. O'Neill, his left field 
colleague, catching only at the 
height of the breast orthe head, is scarcely 
any good at pick-ups. Welch is agreat fielder 
only by comparison. Others of his clusa have 
not learned the knack, and consequently their 
average is lowered by muffs that would never 
occur if they but knew how to hold their 
hands and carried out that knowledge.

Ruddock is at work boxing up, for shipment 
to England, the shell in which Jake Gaudaur 
defeated John Teemer. Gaudaur will use it as 
a poem boat while abroad, and the shell 
which he is to use for racing purposes will be 
shipped to him later.

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Wm. Beach. 

Last week the Post-DisratcnH published a 
life sketch and a picture of Jake Gaudaur, the 
St. Louis oarsman. This week it presents its 
readers with a cut of Beach, the world’s 
champion and the man with whom Gaudaur is 
now on his way to England to contest his 
title. Beach is a native Australian, and was 
born at Rock Hampton thirty-four years ago. 


He began life as a waterman, ‘that profession 
being acommon one in England and Aus- 
tralia. Beach, therefore, has been bred upon 
the water, as it were, and might naturally be 
expected to be an expert with the oar. 
His first race of prominence was upon the 
Clarence River about nine years ago, in which 
he defeated Nick Rush. In 1881 he wonina 
sweepstakes with Trickett, Laycock,Edwards, 
Reynolds and one or two others. The course 
wasa straight one four miles in length, and 
Beach won easily, surpassing the others in 
speed and grace and winning by twenty 
lengths. Six months afterwards he raced 
with ew for the championship of Aus- 
tralia. The course was three miles straight, 
and Beach came out of the contest the victor. 
His race with Hanlan in which he took from 
the Canadian the championship of the world 
i3 still fresh in the minds of the public. Han- 
lan challenged him immediately after the 
race, and Beach defeated him on the same 
course. 

Personally Beach is a powerful man, and his 
weight in rowing condition is 177 pounds. W. 
A. Thompson, the theatrical manager, at pre- 
sent in the city, is a cousin of the champion. 

That Beach will defeat Gaudaur is not such 
a forgone conclusion as most would be apt to 
conclude. A boating paper says thut through 
daily advices from England the boating men 
are becoming more and more satisfied that 
Beach is not an unconquerable man in a shell, 
and tothem it would be no surpriseif both 
Teemer and Ross were to defeat him, and also 
his brother Australians, Kemp and Mathew- 
son and the Englishmen, Perkins and Bubier. 
The English sporting men are certain that at 
least one of their representatives in the great 
race is more than a match for Beach. Ifall 
these opinions are good for anything, it is 
pretty certain that by the time Gaudaur gets 
onthe mark with the Australian for their 
September contest the pocket-books of the 
Antepodeans will be so depleted that Jake’s 
trip across the water must be a failure, as far 
as financial poe accruing out of a victorious 
meeting with Beach are concerned. Hanlan, 
who has alsoin contemplation a trip to En- 
gland for the sole purpose of meeting with 
Beach after Gaudaur has done with him, will 
have to take ‘‘the scrapings of the pot.’’

EARLY YACHTING. 


How It was Done in Old England in 1662. 


From the Art Journal. 

The pastime of yachting apparently dates 
from the time of the Stuarts, although, ac- 
cording to the researches of the iate Admi- 
ral Smith, the Plautagwenets had yachts, and 
termed them ‘‘esneccas,’’ a word, by the 
way, which seems to be of doubtful deriva- 
tion. However, if we desire to prove the 


antiquity of yachting we should have to 
travel back much farther than thetime of the 
Plantagenets, and, as previously said, we can 
be content with the generally accepted asser- 
tion that yachting as a pastime dates from the 
time of the Stuarts. Mr. Pepys says, in his 
Naval Minutes, that the word ‘‘yacht’’ was 
unknown in England until the Dutch, in 1660, 
presented a vessel to Charles ll., which they 
termed a yacht, and which be named Mary. In 
1662 this monarch is said to have dlesigned a 

acht for himself and named her Jamie. 
She was matched against the Bezan, 
belonging to the Duke of York, for 
a stake of £100, and the course was 
from Greenwich to Gravesend and back. 
Pepys says: ‘‘The King lost it going, the wind 
being contrary, but saved stakes in returning. 
There were divers nobie persons and lords on 
board, his Majesty sometimes steering him- 
self.’’ The King’s craft is said to have been 
‘‘frigate-like,’’ but very shallow in body, 
having only 3 feet 6 inches draught of water. 
Charles altogether built fourteen yachts, and 
appears to have tested the speed ofall, as he 
was very fond of steering. The largest of 
these yachts was the Mary (not the Mary pre- 
viously referred to), which was 67 feet on the 
water line, with a beam of 21% feetanda 
draught of water of 7% feet. 

The taste for yachting gradually extended 
during the reign of Anne and the Georges, 
and was even taken up by Irish gentlemen; 
go much, indeed, did the latter think of the 
pastime that in 1720 they established.aclub 
in Cork Harbor to promote it,and some 
curious chronicles exist relating to the cus 
toms of yachtsmen at that date. Yachts atthis 
time were common aboutthe Solent and South- 
ampton Water, and an advertisement in the 

aper dated 1778 offers a yacht of seven tons 
or sale, ‘‘ with figure-head gilt and goose stern, 
painted fore and aft.’’ The accompanying 
sketch is a contemporary view of a yacht; 
but the Cork yachts were higher at the bow 
and lower atthe stern, judged by the rude 

aintings of them, dated 1738, which still ex- 
stin the Royal Cork YachtCiub, The yachts 
of the middie of the last century, although 
gorgeously giltand decorated with bright red 
and blue pigments, and upholstered with rich 
velvets, could not have been very satisfac- 
tory seaboats, and we find the revenue cutter 
model was gradually adopted about the end 


of the last century. The Duke of 
Richmond, who, it can be ~ as- 
sumed, owed his yachtin pro- 


clivities to his royal ancestor—built one 
of these cutter yachts on the Itcnen, South- 
ampton, in 1783, and sailed from thence, ac- 
cording to a contemporary chronicle, for 
France on July 5 of tbat year, accompanied by 
his brother, Lord George Lennox, Lady 
Louisa Lennox, the Misses Lennox and Capt. 
Berkeley. ‘Trips to the French coast and 
the Channel, however agreeable they might 
have been in 1783, had some drawbacks in 
1794, as it is recorded in a Hampshire paper 
that‘‘on July 28, 1704, some gentlemen who 
were taking a cruise round the Isle of Wight 
fellin with the Dugomar privateer, and were 
taken into Dunkirk, where they were stripped 
of everything valuable and then set at 
liberty.’’

New YORK, August 7.—The young, beautiful 
and talented actress, Daisy Murdoch, lies ina 
dreamless sleep. Itis eight years ago thata 
beautiful little girl of ten summers appeared 
on the stage of Fourteenth Street Theater in a 
company of children, who sang and acted 
‘‘Pinafore.’’ It wasthe night of her. debut, 
and she was 80 sunny and pretty and sang so 
well and showed such marked dramatic talent 
that she won the hearts of the audience and 
attracted the favorable notice of the press. 
Thus the curtain went down on Miss 
Daisy Murdoch as Hebe in ‘‘Pinafore.’’ 
She was a born actress and bade fair to become 
one of the most distinguished in the dramatic 
profession. She was lively, vicacious, and 
full of fun, and seemed likely to succeed Lotta 
in the popular esteem. She grew up to be a 
beautiful girl. White asalily with blue eyes 
and light auburn hair. She played in 
‘‘Orpheus and Eurydice,’’ and ber last en- 
gagement was leading lady in the comedy 
company of Nat Goodwin. One of her char- 
acteristics was her goodness to her mother to 
whose comfort and support, together with 
that of her younger brothers and 
sisters, she contributed for many 


ears and while yet very young. Last winter 
che contracted pneumonia and, returning to 
the stage before she had fairly recovered, she 
was attacked by hasty consumption, In March 
last the green curtain rang down for her for the 
lust time and she left forher death bed.

Avery successful perform- 
ance was given, and the proceeds, some $600, 
were presented to Miss Murdoch. The friends 
ofthe stricken actress knew that she would 
die, but she did not know it till about three 
days before her death, when she said to 
her friends for the first time that she 
was ‘‘never going to get well.’ She 
was a very good girl, and once dur- 
ing her illness, when she was wondering 
if she would ever get well, her near friend, 
Miss Weston, said to her: ‘‘Everything is in 
the hands of God. You will have to pray to 
God.’’ The little actress folded her hands 
yently and prayed for her life. When she had 
finished her pathetic prayer she turned to 
Miss Weston and said: ‘‘I do that every day.’’ 
She suffered much Thursday, and her friends 
felt that her earthly career was approaching 
its close. When evening had come and about 
two hours before death all pain left her. 
She chatted almost blithely with 
everyone in the room arouud her, 
till within nearly three minutes of the time 
when her soul took leave of them forever. 
The lamps came out in the street, and the 


stars came outin the sky. She said: ‘‘lam 
so sleepy, Iguesa I shall gotosleep.’’

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A GOOD BALLET DANCER. 


Mme. Morlacchi’s Record in Public and 
Private Life. « 


Nym Crinkle in the New York WorLp. 

Last Saturday a week ago died in a little New 
England town a ballet dancer whose lifeina 
great measure answers the oft-repeated ques- 
tion about a class of women whose profession 
is popularly held to be one of exposure. 

Guiseppina Morlacchi was celebrated in her 
time, and, as she was bornin 1843, that time 
was not solongago. Why, it was only so far 
back as 1869 that she appeared at the Grand 
Opera-house herein that famous production 


of ‘‘The Tempest,’’ which turned Clifton 
Tayleure’s hair grayand made the English 
stockholders of Erie shares squeal. Then she 
was & stage queen. In the height of her. 
beauty and flush of her powershe had every 
path of a successful stage queen open to her. 

i find thatthe record and the traditions agree 
as to her exemplary character, her exceptional 
probity, her marked individuality and her rare 
sense of honor and justice. Isn’t this deli- 
cious in a ballet dancer? 

Among the herd of admirers while she was 
playing at the Grand Opera-house was the 
generous, reckless and somewhat flabby Jim 
Fisk, the aiter-Mikado of West-Side Satur- 
nalia. He had everything bat his own money 
to bea Cre@sus., He only lacked discretion to 
be a Macwnas. One night he went to Mor- 
lacchi as she was waiting to go on and slipped 
a diamond ring on her finger. After the per- 
formance she sent for him and handed the 
ring back to him.

The moral is, boys, if you must fight, 
stick to the gloves and six or eight rounds.

The Theosophical Society is a secret 
society, as much so as are the Masons, with 
this exception: That never in the twelve 
years of its existence has a member been 
known to divulge matters which were given 
him under the seal of secrecy and pertaining 
to those things dealing directly with the silent 
workings of the order. 

It has been whispered that the reason of this 
very remarkable fact is that when the member 
becomes sufficiently well versed in the craft 
as to have possessed important information 
the betrayal of the confidence would end in no 
very pleasant resuits to the member’s person- 
ality. However that may be the fact remains 
the same and no,doubt has much todo withthe 
very firm faith of the vast majority of the 
Theosophists in the fairy tales emanating 
from the inner brotherhood in the 
extreme East. The idea generally prev- 
alent that to be a Theosophist 
one must necessarily become 4 
believer in Buddha and the Buddhistic faith is 
incorrect.

to the reporter in full, as it touched upon 
other and private matters of nobody’s busi- 
ness excepting that ofthe receiver. The lat- 
ter, however, says ‘‘it was written by an 
adept, possessed of all the powers and more 
detailed above, and capable of performing 
still more wonderful feats than that of indit- 
ing a letter to a friend with one of his eyes 
only.’’

UP TO A FEW MONTHS AGO 
the lodge was accustomed to meet in the top 
story ofone of the loftiest buildings in the 
city, so as to be as far removed from the con- 
taminating infiuences of the lower earth as 
possible. The hea! inysterious aspect of the 
room in_é whic they convened at- 
tracted not only the _ attention 
the people in the building, 
observant outsiders as well. There was no 
sign upon the door to indicute the character 
ot the frequenters and the unseemly hour of 
the night at which they met put their neigh- 
bors on the alert. Anumber of enterprising 
private detectives scented a rat and set their 
wits to work to uproot the mystery, but failed 
most signally in their endeavors. They 
watched the building day and night, and the 
agents who had the rooms at their disposal 
became uneasy and finally ' intimidated 
the watchers and called A halt 
to their impertinent inquiries.

pecemnes in the study and investigation of the 

lack art, and once invited the reporter to his 
house to examine his library. The scribe 
was held spell-bound by the numbers of 
rare and costly books and manuscripts 
which he found and which their 
custodian tooka keen delight in exhibiting 
and explaining. One manuscript in particular 
cauglit the reportorial fancy trom the very 
stupendous induc®ments it held out tothe 
man whocould arm himself with sufficient 
courage to try the experiments given. Regu- 
lar conjurations were written out and the 
various circles and seals and apparatus de- 
scribed by which the operator couid call 
up from the vasty deep elemental 
beings empowered to shower upon him limit- 
less wealth, love of women and other little 
conveniences attractive tothe generairun of 
mankind. The reporter expressed a doubt as 
to the possibility of such marvels, and the ma- 
gician challenged him to test them. He pro- 
posed that the reporter, himself and a third 
friend take a trip to some quiet country locali- 
ty, the country beinga sine qua non of suc- 
cess, and an experiment be made. His propo- 
sition was readily accepted, anda week later 
was ftixed upon as the cate for the terrible or- 
deal. 

What the magician proposed to do wasto 
call up a spirit describedin the manuscript 
alluded to underthe name of Asmodai. is 
seal, as given in the manuscript, is given} 
herewith and the book said it should be made 
of gold. Judging from the description given 
of Asmodai he was, to use a slang phrase, a 
regular ‘‘lally cooler.’’ 
‘*‘Asmodai,’’ said the book, ‘‘a great king, 
appears with three heads: first, like 
a bull; second, like a man, and 
third, like a ram with a serpent’s 
tail, belching and vomiting forth flames of 
fire out of his mouth. His feet are webbed 
like a goose; he sits on an infernal dragon, 
carying a lance anda fiag. He isthe first and 
chiet of the powers of Amaymon and goes be- 
fore all these. When the exorcist has a mind 
to call him let it be abroad and let him stand 
on his feet during the time of action, and with 
his cap off. For if it can be Amaymon will de- 
ceive him and cause all his doings to be 
wronged. As soon as the exorcist sees As- 
modai in the shupe as before said he shall cail 
him by his right name, saying: 

‘ART THOU ASMODAI?’ 
and he will deny it and by and by he will come 
down to the ground. He giveth the ring of 
virtues, gives the love of woman, inflicts sores 
and rancorous ills, teaches arithmetic, geom- 
etry and handicrafts, gives full answers to all 
questions, can tell where treasures lie and 
xuards them and destroys the lives of men 
while they sleep. He governs seventy-two le- 
gions of spirits.’’ 

This was the kind of a spirit the magician 
proposed to call up for the reporter’s edifica 
tion, giving the latter his choice between 
‘*Asmodai and Valefor,’’ aspirit who teaches 
h to stéal and murder without detection. 
The reporter picked out Asmodai as the less 
compromising and waited patiently for the 
day to arrive. 

The looked-for day arrived on time with its 
place inthe calendar and the three took an 
evening train fora western suburb, the magi- 
cian carrying allthe necessary apparatus in 
atraveling bag. Arrived at the destination 
midnight was awaited and thethree expectant 
individuals climbed a neighboring hill. The 
moon was at its full and asthe trio stopped at 
the summit of the hill, its beams glistened 
on the long grass through the interstices of 
the thick June foliage overhead. A level space 
was selected where the grass was shorter 
and the magician drew forth irom the oe a 
linen sheet upon which was traced in black a 
circle, nine feet in diameter, a model of which 
is given above. He then drew forth three an- 
tique looking receptacles resembling the re- 
ceivers for incense used by the Ritua a and 
placed them at equal distances around the 
circumference. From & a case, 
carried in his vest pocket, he half filled the re- 
ceptacies with a substance about the grain of 
sinall gunpowder, and when the reporter and 
the magician’s assistant had been beckoned tn- 
side the circle he announced that all was ready. 
He then set fire tothe powder with a tallow 
match and waited. The stuff, whatever it 
was, burned with a splutter and gave forth 
volumes of smoke, accompanied by a smell 
that was simply overpowering. Nearly suffo- 
cated the reporter dashed out of the circle, 
and in his flight overturned one of 
the lamps. This contretemps exas- 
perated the magician, and he _  fre- 
fused to go on with the experiment 
despite all entreaties. ‘‘Asmodai’’ he said 
was angered and could not be induced to ap- 
pear after what had happened. He further 
said that the opportunity of the reporter’s 
life had been lost, and that the legions of 
Amaymon would regard him with suspicion 
for the remainder of his natural existence.

There will be 
no slippery streets that night, the granite will 
be in the best condition for riding and 
everything will be made agreeable for the 
cyclers. 
Designs for whee! and costume are just now 
themes that ought to engage constant at- 
tention. It will not be an easy thing for every- 
body to get ideas for illumina- 
tion, decoration or costuming 
and the committee expect to be called upon to 
help some of these out. To dothis they will 
need a larger stock than they will evolve 
themselves and they ask every one who has an 
idea of decoration, etc., that he does not ex- 
ect to use himself to forward it to Secretary 
hroweter, so that somebody else may get the 


use of it.

that used to be held in cycling’s infancy in St. 
Louis? Well, do you know who got those up? 
Garvey, every time. And how did he do it? 
By going down into his own pocket. I can 
recollect well how Garvey would take 
cyclometers, lamps, saddie-bags, and other 
things out of his stock and put them up 
prizes. And he didn’t do this 
once, but he was always at 
it, and never lost an opportunity to boom 
wheeling. He didn’t confine himeelf to rac- 
ing, but was generous in all his relations with 
the wheel. Why, I’ve known that man to say 
to those who declined to ride because they 
couldn't afford it: ‘Why, hang it, man, don’t 
let that bother around 
and got a pa tor 
it as you ou see 
he knew whatthe wheel could do. He knew 
that a convert to it meant a lover of it, and he 
felthe would get his reward. Why did he 
go under then? Because he didn’t find out 
till too late that his generosity, unsupported, 
wouldn’t work the changes he hoped. If he 
had bad back of his broad, liberal course, the 
encouragement that is accorded some of the 
stingy, any oy! policies of to-day, he would 
be reaping his reward and right here in St. 
Louis too.’’
